JOHN PREACHED REPENTANCE 


liF REBUKED ALL SINNERS, INCLUDING HEROD 


Scripture—Luke 
7:lS-tS; Matthrw 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
FROM THE Old TYstampnt. we 
now turn to thr New, and study 
about a man who was also a pro­ 
phet, and a great one. He prophe­ 
sied repentance and the coming 
of Christ. 
John the Baptist, you remem­ 
ber, wac the son of a priest by 
the name of Zacharies and his 
vife. Elizabeth, who Was a cousin 
of M ary, mother of Jesus. As a 
child, he “waxed strong in spirit, 
and was in the deserts till the day 
of his shewing unto Israel,” after 
the voice of God came to him. 
This was in the 15th year of the 
reign of Tiberius Caesar, Pontius 
Pilate be;ng governor of Judaea, 
and Herod being tetrarch of Gali­ 
lee. and his brother, Philip, te- 
trareh of Itnraea and Trachonitis, 
While Herod’s brother, Philip, was 
ab>ent ¡n Rome, Herod persuaded 
h.s wife, Horodius, to desert her 
husband and live with him. This 
was not his only sin. 
He had 
many. 
John came out of his wilderness 
into the country all about Jordan, 
and he preached repentance and 
baptism for 
remission of sins, 
people flocked to hear him—just 
as thcv would in our% day, if a 
dynamic and unusual looking man 
began m ak in g speeches that ap­ 
pealed to th* m. As in our day, 
some undoubtedly ridiculed him, 
but most took him seriously, and 
begged him to tell them what they 
should do. 
John was by no means gentle 
With them. Even as they came to 
be baptized he called them “a 
generation of vipers,” and asked 
them who had warned them of 
the wrath to come. 
“He that, hath two coats, let 
him impart to him that hath 
none: and he that hath meat, let 
him do likewise,” he told the com­ 
mon people. 
To the tax collectors he said, 
“Exact no more than that which 
is appointed you,” knowing full 
well that 
they often squeezed 
more from the people than they 
should, pocketing the money that 
they need not pay to the author­ 
ities. 
The soldiers were told, “Do vio­ 
lence to no man, neither accuse 
any falsely; and be content with 
your wages.” 
Was this the Christ? the people 


asked each other. John answered 
them: "I indeed baptize you with 
water; but One mightier than I 
cometh, the latchet of Whose shoes 
I am not worthy to unloose. He 
shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire.” 
John's prophesying was short, 
however. He had heard of Herod’s 
theft of his brother's wife, and he 
rebuked 
him 
severely. 
Herod 
seems to have admired John, but 
he was a weak man, much under 
the influence of Horodius, the wife 
he had stolen, so he put John in 
prison. 
Before he was imprisoned, how­ 
ever, John Aad the tremendous 
privilege of baptizing Jesus Christ. 
And when He was baptized and 
praying, “the heaven was opened, 
and the Holy Ghost descended in 
a bodily shape like a dove upon 
Him, and a voice came from heav­ 
en, which said, Thou art My be­ 
loved Son; in Thee I am well 
pleased.” 
Now as he pined in a dark, 
damp, close prison, John pondered 
upon the things his friends told 
him about Jesus, and he sent two 
men to find out for him the truth 
about Him. 
They found Jesus 
curing many o*f infirmities and 
plagues, and evil spirits; and to 
some who were blind, He restored 
sight. John’s disciples returned to 
him and told him what they had 
seen and heard, and 
John 
no 
longer doubted that Jesus was in 
truth the Christ. 
• 
After they had gone, Jesus told 
the people that John was indeed 
a prophet—“For I say unto you, 
Among those that are born of wo­ 
men there is not a greater pro­ 
phet than John the Baptist.” 
Herodius, however, had her re­ 
venge on John for his interfer­ 
ence with her union with Herod. 
When 
her 
daughter, 
Salome, 
pleased Herod with her dancing, 
so that he promised her anything 
for which she asked, her mother 
told her to ask for John’s head. 
Herod was grieved, but he felt he 
must keep his promise, ao he or­ 
dered John beheaded. 
“And the disciples came, and 
took up the body, and buried it, 
and went and told Jesus.” 
What a sad scene that muat 
have been. The world was poorer 
for the loss of such a man as 
John the Baptist.

HF REBUKED ALL SINNERS, INCLUDING HEROD 


Scripture— Luke 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
PROM THE Old Testament, we 
now turn to the New, and study 
about a man who was also a pro­ 
phet, and a great one, He prophe­ 
sied repentance and the coming 
of Christ. 
John the Baptist, you remem­ 
ber, was the son of a priest by 
the name of Zacharies and his 
wife. Elizabeth, who Was a cousin 
of Mary, mother of Jesus. As a 
child, he “waxed strong in spirit, 
and was in the deserts till the day 
of his shewing unto Israel," after 
the voice of God came to him. 
This was in the 15th year of the 
reign of Tiberius Caesar, Pontius 
Pilate br ing governor of Judaea, 
and Herod being tetrarch of Gali­ 
lee. and his brother. Philip, te­ 
trarch of Itnraea and Trachomtis. 
While Herod's brother, Philip, was 
absent in Rome, Herod persuaded 
his wife, Herodius, to desert her 
husband and live with him. This 
was not his only sin. 
He had 
many. 
John came out of his wilderness 
into the country all about Jordan. 
and he preached repentance and 
baptism for remission of sins. 
People flocked to hear him—just 
as they would in our^day, if a 
dynamic and unusual looking man 
began making speeches that ap­ 
pealed to them. As in our day, 
some undoubtedly ridiculed him, 
but most took him seriously, and 
begged him to tell them what they 
should do. 
John was by no means gentle 
with them. Even as they came to 
be baptized he called them ‘a 
generation of vipers,” and asked 
them who had warned them of 
the wrath to come. 
“He that, hath two coats, let 
him impart to him that hath 
none; and he that hath meat, let 
him do bk.wise." he told the com­ 
mon people. 
To the tax collectors he said, 
“Exact no more than that which 
is appointed you," knowing full 
well that 
th* y often squeezed 
more from the people than they 
should, pocketing the money that 
they need not pay to the author­ 
ities. 
The soldiers were told, “Do vio­ 
lence to no man, neither accuse 
any falsely; and be content with 
your wages." 
Was this the Christ? the people 


7:18-t8; Matthew lk U U . 


asked each other. John answered 
them; “I indeed baptize you with 
water; hut One mightier than I 
cometh, the latrhet of Whose shoes 
I am not worthy to unloose. He 
shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost and with Are." 
John's prophesying was short, 
however. He had heard of Herod's 
theft of his brother a wife, and he 
rebuked 
him 
severely. 
Herod 
seems to have admired John, but 
he was a weak man, much under 
the influence of Herodius. the wife 
he had stolen, so he put John rn 
prison 
Before he was imprisoned, how­ 
ever. John ftad the tremendous 
privilege of baptizing Jesus Christ. 
And when He was baptized and 
praying, “the heaven was opened, 
and the Holy Ghost descended in 
a bodily shape like a dove upon 
Him, and a voice came from heav­ 
en, which said. Thou art My be­ 
loved Son; in Thee I am well 
pleased." 
Now as he pined in a dark, 
damp, close prison, John pondered 
upon the things his friends told 
him about Jesus, and he sent two 
men to find out for him the truth 
about Him. 
They 
found Jesus 
curing many df infirmities and 
plagues, and evil spirits; and to 
some who were blind, He restored 
sight. John s disciples returned to 
him and told him what they had 
seen and heard, and 
John 
no 
longer doubted that Jesus was in 
truth the Christ. 
t 
After they had gone. Jesus told 
the people that John was indeed 
a prophet— For I say unto you. 
Among those that are born of wo­ 
men there is not a greater pro­ 
phet than John the Baptist." 
Herodius, however, had her re­ 
venge on John for his interfer­ 
ence with her union with Herod. 
When 
her 
daughter, 
Salome, 
pleased Herod with her dancing, 
so that he promised her anything 
for which she asked, her mother 
told her to ask for John s head. 
Herod was grieved, but he felt he 
must keep his promise, so he or­ 
dered John beheaded. 
“And the disciples csme, and 
took up the body, and buried it, 
and went and told Jesus." 
What a sad scene that must 
have been. The world w as poorer 
for the loss of such a man as 
John the Baptist.
